Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner informed the applicant that as broadly claimed, claim 
30 was anticipated by US Patent No. 5,784,930 to Ueda (Ueda '930). Claim 30 merely limits the relative height 
variability means to varying the bindings either level with or lower than the shoe supporting surfaces or higher than the 
shoe supporting surfaces. The examiner suggested that functional limitations regarding the relative heights between 
the bindings and the shoe supporting surfaces be referenced to apparatus of the pedal and not to be referenced to a 
cylinder which is not part of the pedal. It was also suggested that planar reference limitations be used when defining 
the relative heights of the bindings and the shoe supporting surfaces. Any amendments to the claims would require 
further consideration.
